Ottawa, Aug. 22.— The formalities iit- 
tuiiiiinjc the orsunizatlon of tho eighth 

l)arliiunL'tit of C.Tiiada luivo been coin- 
jjleti'iJ ami on .Monday the lirHt aossioii 
will be well under way. Tho opening 
ceretiioiiies, despite the iact tliut thin la 
tho holiday seaaoii, were atteuded with 
more than the usual etslat. Oonseiiuent 
upon the change of government, new 
men in the jniniHlry iind in tho Commons 
brcjutclit new faces to the Uoor of the 
.Senate, and there wus, therefore, a no- 
tii-eal ile change in the appearance of the 
Ujijier House on Thureday. But this is 
only to bo exjiectc-d. Jladaine Lanrier 
is now the leader of Hocial func- 
tions in Ottawa and it ih biU nutiinil to 
aiiDiioae I hat more of linr entourage of 
former yeiir.i will he to the front now 
than wa.s the case during: the Uoiiserva- 
tive regime. Keamiiiig tlie seats Ufcually 
occupied by Konators, but which oiiV 
Canadian, lorils willingly concede to 
Lhidr lady frifiuls for tlie opening day, 
it waa eleariy iiiiparent. thiii a change 
had i;oiiie over tlie apiril of the parlia- 
mentary dream aud that for a few years 
al any r.ite the ladiea of the Conserva- 
tive tueinbers will not be eo much in 
evidenee. 

Thursday was Ottawa's civic holidav. 
It was also made a holiday bv manv 
people for a hundred miles o'r more 
around. Excursions came in from all 
parts piid the good iwonle of Ottawa 
rubbed their haiid.-i in glee at the indiix 
of HtrangcTB which meant money in the 
|>0(!ket8of liotelkee|)erH aiul shopkeeporg. 
15Qlh inside and out.side tfio parlitiinenl 
huililinga the crowd was great. New 
inemlierB not familiar with tho ro|iefi 
were liotheretl out of their lives by ner- 
aons importuning them for tickets of 'ad- 
mission to the

and Coiiiinoiis, and a.s thene same mem- 
1)1-1.4 were llieiiiselves very uiixious not 
to inisJi a single feature of llie show, it is 
just likely that sonu: of the visitors did 
not receive (juite as imicli attention as 
otherwise might have been the case had 
this not been the iirat session. 

On the part of the inerabers them- 
selves there was a tremendous rush for 
the Upjibr Hduse, after the little liald- 
headed'Black Rod— he of the unsteady 
lees — summoned the faithful comnioii- 
ers to the Senate. The space beliind the 
bar was crowded to escess, and men 
elected to serve their country in parlia- 
ment wiuieesed for the first time the 
pageantry attending the meeting in the 
Uj*|)er llouse. The Wednesday and 
Thursday mornings had been occujiied 
by the mctnberB of tho Ci)iniiions in get- 
ting aciiuaiiiled. Jhiiiy of the new men, 
howi'ver, are yet unfamiliar with the 
devious wiLVH of the jiarliament build- 
iiiL's. l-"aniiliarity with the different cor- 
ridiiis t^aii only come witli practice. 
.Some curious incidents have been ob- 
servable during the past day or two. 
Your readers will iinderatand that the 
Conservatives and Liberals havechunged 
sides in the chain her, the ministerial 
HU|)porterH, with the exception of n 
very small number, occupying bench- 
es to the right ot tlio Speaker, 
the Conservatives to the left. 

The first day or two some of the old 
stagers in the Liberal ranks, famili.ir for 
years will) the cold Bliades of opposition, 
on enteriiiu' tlie idianiber from liehinii 
lh(! ."(leaker's chair unconseiously turned 
to the li-ft, wliile with Conservative 
mem hersi till" reverse was the ease. On 
Tliiirsday l ion, .fohn I laggarl entered 
the (dianiher, and evidently not tbink- 
iiii; what lie was doing had reached his 
old (U-ak on the minisleri.il lieiiclies he- 
fore he remembered that the verdict of 
Jane 23 had changed the complexion of 
afTairs in parliament. The fact that the 
new government is in power hag, of 
course, brought about irutny changes in 
the Hessioruil arrangements. Room lli 
wliieli for .1 number of years has been 
t\n; C' aservativB (»uou8 room and the 
gathering place of Conservatives from all 
jjarlH of the country, is now occupied by 
the Lih^rals, while room li, siluated in 
tlie southwest corner of the building, is 
th(^ lieachiuartors of 

iii-:u M.\.ii';sTv's loyal oppositio.v. 

Fornierly tho Conservative members 
had a number ot other rooms through- 
out the building at tneir disposal, but 
these have gone into the hands of sec- 
tional representatives from dilTerent 
parts of the country. For instance, the 
four Liberal members from British Col- 
nmlda have been asHigi)(?il a. room im- 
nied lately above No. 6, they being ac- 
corded as much accommodation in this 
respect as the entire body of tho opposi- 
tion. 

Tho appointment of tlic Speakers of 
!)0lh housea gives great aati.ufaction. 
Both trentlemoii are experienced parlia- 
mentarians and will fill the jiosition of 
presiding oflicer with credit and ability. 
Mr. Pelletier was a member of the old 
Mackenzie ininistrv and has had a 
lengthened service in the Senate. He 
speaks EngliBh and French with equal 
facility. Mr. Edear. on the other hand, 
while not havinglield official rank be- 
fore, iias also been in parliament for 
many years, l ie has made a close study 
of the URageg and jjracticeof parliament 
and under the careful coaching of Dr. 
liouriiKJt will perform tho duties of 
SpiMiker with dignity, impartiality and 
ability. 

The iidiiiiKHiou secured from Mr. Laii- 
rie.r ycHterday 118 to tlio Biibstantial ac- 
curacy of the interview with him in the 
Chicago Keeord is the cause of much 
satisfaction in the Conservative ranks. 
If the proposed jtpnoiltstory policy of the 
Liberals ;1iowal^B 'the United States 



means the giving away of our fisheries 
and surrendering our autonomy to our 
neighbors, then the Liberals may count 
upon strenuous opposition to the Lan- 
rier programme. See" what Mr. Laurier's 
policy involves. Ho would concede to 
the Americans the right to lish in our 
inshore fisheries for an eiiuivalent con- 
cession to Canadian fishenneu by tho 
United States, J5ut what are the 'facts 
of tho ease?

and deplete our fisheries iifter they have 
ruined llieir own. A eoiii-esRion Hiich as 
he foresluidows would app'\- .-ri-.i in Ihi; 
Pacific Coast, and presumably .Vuierictm 
canners would make a bold strike for a 
share of the salnion run on the Fruser; 
that is, eonsiderahly more than they are 
able to secure at their canneries at Point 
Roberts. This suggestion in reference 
lo tho fisheries is raising a storm of pro- 
tefitB, and equally strong is tiie objection 
made to Mr. Laurier's proposition that 
the United States should help us luian- 
cially to enlarge our canals and exercise 
joint control over them with us. A 
poli(-y of this kind will never be tolerat- 
ed by the Conservative party, an<l if 
there is a dispoaitiou on the part 
of tlie Liberals lo (-arry thi.s into 
eU'ect, then the jieople of British Colimi- 
bia may i-oiint upon il that as of yore t liey 
will find in the Liberal-Conservative 
party the most strenuous tiiiholders of 
Canadian rights. Tho last of this fain - 
ouH interview has not yet been heard. 

One of the most interesting (|uestions 
which is likely lo crop iij) lor diseusaion 
this session is t he action of His li.xcel- 
loncy in refushig to sign the appoint- 
ments recommended by the late 
Ministry before they went out 
of jiower. So far as constitutional 
precedent will warrant, il seems 
the late government was iiuite jiistilie.d, 
after ,iune 23, in tilling any vacancies 
that had existed befo.e that date. They 
wore not juslilied, however, in er(;at,in'g 
vacancies by retiring civil servants in 
order to make idaees forpolitical frienda, 
but the soundness of the contention that 
they could constitutionally and legally 
lill vacancies already existing cannot be 
gainsaid. The death of Senator Read, 
of 13elleville, occuired after .lune 2;!. It 
wva, Jthereforo, proper that His 
Excellency should insist that this 
appointment was one falling to Mr. 
Laurier's lot. Tho outgoing ministry 
recognized the appropriateness of this 
contention and made no effort to lill it. 
What they did|seek to do was to appoint 
some of their friends to vacancies already 
existing. His Bxcellem-y, however, re- 
fused to sanction these apiioinlments. 
The result was a formal iirotest on t;ie 
part of his ailvisera which they embodied 
in their letter of resimiation. The cor- 
respondence which took place is to be 
brought down to the house and will lie 
tho subject of an interesting debate. 
The Conservatives (pieslion the sound- 
ness of His Excellency's position and of 
course the duty will devolve upon the 
new government to defend it. 

Undoubtedly the late ministry was 
very remiss in not filling all vacancies in 
public oflices before Juno 28. Col. Prior 
wanted this to he done so far as British 
Columbia was concerned, but his col- 
leagues were EO cocksure ot vii;tory that 
they thought it would be just as well 
to leav(- many ot these apiniinl- 
nients over until after the elections. 
They reckoned without their host. They 
forgot old Sir .John's axiom about the 
uncertainly ot horse races and eleitlions, 
with the result that many ot their 
friends who had been oll'ered i)08itions 
will not now secure them. A curious 
thing arose in connection with the offer 
of the jiosition of judge of the Supreme 
("ourt of British Columbia to Attorney- 
deneral l-jlierts. Altnough

was not passed until early in ,fuly Mia 
Excellency was disposed to sign it tlien, 
inasmuch as the matter bad been set- 
tled weeks before. The day lietore M r. 
Laurier was due hero tlie (iovernor- 
Oeneral asked for the order-in-, :ouncil 
in order that he might attach his sig- 
nature thereto. It could not be found 
anywhere. The ofiiciala of the Privy 
Council sought for it high and low 
and as the Tapper ministry had resigned, 
another order could not be passed. The 
original ord(!r was discovered on the 
morning ot the very day on which Mr. 
Laurier bad his interview with Lord 
Aberdeen. It was presontiMl to Mis 
isxcellency immediately after Mr. Lau- 
rier had left (iovernmenl House, and 
then, so my intormalion goes, Lord 
Aberdeen expiessed his regret that it 
was not poRsilde for him to do anything. 
Ho had sent tor a new lulviaer and could 
only he guided then by what his new 
counsellor had to offer. One high ofii- 
cial blames a subordinate for tho mis- 
hap ; but no matter whoso fault it was, 
it is not a little singular that a delay of 
only a few minutes should have been the 
means of previmirng Attorney-General 
Eherls from receiving the appointment. 

Ti-;i.KaiiAi'iiic communication with the 
Mainland was again severed yesterday 
by forest fired in the vicinity of Point 
Gray.

On Monday night, April 10, 1811, tho 
American ship William Brown, home- 
ward bound from Ijverpool to Fhiladel- 
l)hia, was reeling off the knots 250 miles 

soutbeasl of Cajie Race, Newfoundland. 
She was manned by a cri^w of Hevonteen 
seamen, and she carried sixty-live pas- 
sengers, Scotch and Irish immigrants 
seeking homes and fortunes under the 
brighter skies of the New World. 

The night was black, bleak and tem- 
pestuous. The air was tilled with sleet, 
and from the horizon came booms nnd 
grindings indicating the proximity of 
icebergs. Over Ihe most sullen and 
viidous piece of witter on the globe the 
shi]) sailed onward to her doom. At ten 
o'clock there came a crash and a shock, 
followed bj' oaths from above and shrieks 
ii-om below and the swift patter of feet 
along the deck. U]) from the stuiTy 
cabins, t)hiiii, scant, ill-lighted and evil 
smeHing, rushed the terrilied passen- 
gers. The great ship — their one salva- 
tion in this trip over a boundless ocean 
— w IB in confusion, wrecked in rigging, 
and damaged in iiull from an impact 
with an iceberg, f'^ven the eyes of the 
moat inexperienced could detect the 
advances of deadly peril, for 
already tho sailors were busy at 
the falls with the boal s, al I'oady there 
was an ominous slant forward and down- 
ward lo the whole fabric. So in little 
groujis, half-naked, shivering, sjieoidi- 
less, tlie poor creatures htidrlled, await- 
ing something, they knew not what, but 
Bomething as devoid of hope as tho 
heavens were of starlight. 

There were but two boats — a shameful 
lack in those days of shameful lackings 
at sea — a jollyboat and a longboat, inca- 
pable at best of atl'ording even tem- 
|)orary refuge to half of the human be- 
ings on board. These boats the sailors 
Bwitlly prepared and launched, wdiiletbe 
ship settled lower and lower and the 
waves surged and the passengers crowded 
the stern. Il does not appear that the 
caiitain showed an executive ability 
eipttil to this crisis. He followed rather 
than directed the movements ot his 
crew. But from the ranks there stepped 
a man who led, thenceforth, through the 
inherent force ot his nature. This man, 
William Holmes, alile seaman, was a 
I'inn, handsome, athletic, young and 
inasterltil. Those who are aciinainted 
with the superstitions of the sea will re- 
mark the coincidence of his nativity — 
for a l''inn is regarded as an embodiment 
of evil for others, a wizard who deals in 
spells and pui-cliases personal immunity 
at the price of food. 

Holmes, then, without meeting a show 
of resistance, assumed control. He aaw 
that I he boats were [iroperly eijuiiijied ; 
he calculated the life ot the Bhi[) and the 
lirobabilities ot the weather. By word 
and deed lie soiiglil in every way to put 
heart into the ciew But they were a 
craven lot, wollishly sellish, and (triiel in 
their tear. Ttie beat liack the passen- 
gera from the boats until they them- 
selves had embarked. But tor Holmes 
they might have rowed away then with- 
out a sign of hesitation or a look of re- 
lenting. As it was, however, tnrougb 
his strenuous efforts, certain passengers 
were received on board and when the- 
two craft finally dropped astern they 
were oecuided as follows: In the joily- 
boat, the (Captain, the two iiuitca, seven 
seamen, and one passenger; in the long- 
boat, I lohnes, eight seamen, and thirty- 
two ))aBBengerB.

So 
he called lo the captain that the liteljoat 
was without a n.ivigator. The ca])tain 
thereupon ordered tiie first mate lo tran- 
ship with quadrant, chart and compass, 
ami the man without demur obeyed. 

Then an incident occurred which 
showed that Holmes was both compas- 
sionate and brave. At the taffriail of tho 
ship appeared a sick girl, stretching out 
her arms to her mother, who was in -the 
longboat. There was a scream of despair 
is response aa the woman recognized the 
awful gulf of 8ei)aration. Holmes urged 
the men lo Iheii oars with a lierce ges- 
ture. He sprang back on deck and 
caugiit the poorchild in his arms. " Ob, 
mother, I am coming!" she cried as they 
swung down by the tackle. Thus he was 
the last man to leave the ship. It was 
a pitiotia scene for the derision of the 
elemenls. A cable's length away the 
two tiny boats, losaing and ))lunging 
like straws in a maelstrom, awaited the 
end. While on Ijoard the ship with her 
towering masts thirty-one deserted pas- 
sengers — little children, young girls, ma- 
trons who had left all the associatiotis of 
a lifetime for the sake of their families 
and sires, who had been not too old nor 
too battered by misfortune to have still 
hoped — pleaded and prayed and cursed. 

And, withal, there was but little 
rational foundation for the uiiapeukable 
seUislinesH of the sailora. The same sea 
which W..S about to engulf the ship 
might at any moment swallow up the 
boats. Nor would respite necessarily be 
merciful, for there was the threat of 
thirst and famine darkening into horrors 
inhuman and incredible, " Poor souls," 
cried tho first mate, in answer to the 
appeal of frantic arms, " you are only 
going down a short time before wo do." 

At midnight the ship settled at the 
head and went down like a diving mon- 
ster, hurrying into tho vortex of death 
.'M pusBeni^erB. The two boats, held by 
a fearful attraction, lay on 'tneil- oars 
throughout the nigbt and at daybreak: - 
drew near for consul tia,tion. The cap- 
tain announced that it would T>e prudent 
to part company, as there would thus be

Against tlie Beturn of Messrs. 
Prior and Earle. 



Grounds ou Which It Is Asked That 
the Petition Be Set 
Aside. 



Yesterday Mr. Robert Caaaidy, as 
agent for Hon. Mr. Prior, liled the pre- 
liminary objections to the petition of 
W. E. Ditchburn, James W, Filling and 
John Robert Giacome against the re- 
turn of Hon. Mr. Prior as member of 
parliament for Victoria. Tlie court is 
asked |to set ajido tiie petition on tlio 
ground, amon^; otliera, that the service 
of the petition ou Mr. Prior was too late, 
lieing on August 22, while the petition 
had been presented to court on August 1, 
It is urged, too, that tlio order of Mr. 
Justice U'ulkeni extending tlie time for 
service was \Titliont jurisdiction and im- 
provident for want of utlidavits that 
lliore were any special circuuiHtancea of 
difficulty in elt't/cting service. Otlier 
grounds were that no copy of the 
receipt of the rejjistrar for security de- 
posited was served on Mr. Prior; that 
proper notice of the presentation of the 
petition was noi served nor was there 
anything to show that the petition was 
signed by W. E. Ditchburn, J. W. Pil- 
ling and J. K. Giecome. The objection 
reads : 

"Tlie statement in the introductory 
part of the petition that the names of 
the petitioners are inscribed is not a 
statement that the names so inscribed 
were subscribed or signed by Ditchburn, 
Pilling and Uiscome, and it cannot be 
presumed that they had anything to do 
personally with the petition further 
than to present it as a petition or docu- 
ment of court." 

Other objections were that the peti- 
tioners were llieinselves guilty of cor- 
rupt pruciicea during the eleciion ; that 
the petition was too indelinite, and that 
notice of tlie petition was not published 
as required by law. Also that the peti- 
tion does not as retiuired by 
the act complain of undue election 
or return of any specific member 
and it is not warranted to present a peti- 
tion asking the court to determine that 
both of two candidates were not duly 
elected, and in the alternative asking 
that one of two candidates, without 
mentioning which, be declared nut 
elected. 

On behalf of Mr. Earle, the prelimin- 
ary objections to the petition against 
him have been tiled by Mr. A. K. Mc- 
Pliillij)s a.s his agent. Among the 
grounds for asking that the petition be 
dismiBSud is one stating that the petition 
was insuflicienily served on .Mr. JMuie, 
as it was handed to him enclosed in lui 
envelope, so that he was not aware of 
the nature an<l e/l'ect of the paper hand- 
ed to him. it is also alleged that the 
petition is imleliniie; that it is not 
dated; that the deposit rereipl tloes not 
State i\ml the dei)osit was in gold or Do- 
minion notes; and there are other gen- 
eral objections.

The Serious Responsibilltlea Tliat Bevolve 
Upon tbe Opposition at ttae 
Presant Juncture. 

(From tbe liail-Emptre.) 
The Bes-iion hai opened quietly, and 

BO lur as I he Hpeech ironi the throne u 
coneurned, u itiiuiit any prunii.euf le^ia- 
laliiin fanlu-r than tlie j)iit-fai;e dI ihe 
delayed suppliei. Cnn flmporaueouBly 
with the asbeni Ijliiij,' of tlie lotjiHlatora 
has ootne a rather li_vi)ucritii;iil outcry 
for a sliort Het-uion. rihort thu Heasion 
onyht to be, but no j^ublic intereit 
Bhould lie nej;lei;iwl in order to curtail it. 

For its part, tlie opposition has a 
duty to ])eriornj, anc? it cannot ehrmk 
from the full and faithful diacfiarge 
of its rea])on8ibi!ity whatever time it 
may take. Tlie Liberals were in oppoai- 
tiou for tlie last sarentcen yeare, and 
during the whole of that period it must 
be confeaeed they made good uae of their 
oratorical opportunities. In eeaann and 
outofseasou, they were unsparing in 
their criticieuj ; and so long as they had 
another man to put upon his legs, 
whether he had or had not any addit- 
ional light to shed upon the suJiject un- 
der diaciisaion, the public buwiuesa had, 
(ienerally, to stand atill. Il thia was 
the duly of the Lilierals, fnll debate 
cannot but be the duty of the Conser- 
vatives. The Goiiaervative It.'iidera are 
too Bkilful as jmrliameiitariium, and 
have moreover too nice a .lenHu of the

AN IMPORTANT REPORT. 

The report on the Tiiiil Cn-ek niiniiis; 
distrii;t liy Williain A, Ciiilyk', Provin- 
cial MiiioraloLrist, is ii moat iiaportunt 
document. At the present jmuMui'i', 
wlien inveslory, both lit home ami 
abroad, iire Ueeiily interested in tiie 
proapeuta of gold mining; in British Col- 
umbia, a truthful and an intelligent ac- 
count of its present condition by a man 
known to he perfcutly disinlerestod, is 
peculiarly valiialjle. .\nd the lejiort be- 
fore us is just siich a (lucuineiit. Its 
Statements are moderate and ex- 
ceedingly clear. There is not a trace 
of exaggeration in anything that Mr. 
Oarlylo has written about Trail Creek as 
a gold field and about the }?o!d mining 
that ia going on there. Rewrites both 
as a niinins; enfjineer of hijjli cbar:u'ter 
and as an oflieial of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment. The seeker after inloriualion 
about >,'old in Hritisli Columbia can rely 
implicitly upon every statement he 
makes. 

AVe notice lately a disposition to re- 
ceive with distruHt and iticrediilily w lmt 
is said about rei'ont j^old dij;c(jvei-ies in 
this J'roviiice. Some persona, whether 
intentionally or uiiinteuticnally we do 
not undertake to say, are just now doiiii; 
what they can to lead the public 
to believe that the men interestid 
in Rold mines and mining enterprines in 
this I'roviui:!.' are a i)ai;k of scoumlrel.-', 
who are bound to rob tlinse who art! in- 
clincil to invi',-:l their money in IJriti.ih 
Coluiiiliia gold niiiiing projects. It is 
therefore most satisfuctory to be able to 
refer the public to an oBicial account of 
the progress that is being made in it of 
gold mining, and of the character of one 
of the most well known, or rather, tin; 
most talked about of the gold prod iiciii!; 
diBtriet^^, which conlirnis all tliat h.a.s 
been said tiboiit it by tlii! most enthusi- 
astic of the jirospectors and speculators. 
What can be really stronger than the 
following testimony, which Mr. Oarlyle 
gives to the richness of the Trail Creek 
district. 

The consensus of opinion among many 
mining men who have studied the coii- 
tlitioiiH anil siirfat'e sliowings in this 
now camp at Kosslanil is to the ell'ect 
tli:U. few camiiH have evei- shown so 
many favorabhf indications that uairaiit 
the lielief that on fiirthtir extensive 
Hyslematit^ ex ploral i(jii othi^r Hhiites of 
u'old rin: will lie uncovered. I'rospet't- 
iiic lias dificloHcd there many parallel 
veins, varying in width when exposed 
from one inch to several feet, and it is 
believed that iminy mori! ore shutt^s will 
be iound when t hese promising siii laee 
indications are thoroughly exploited, 
for it is quite improbable that the large 
sliules ot rich ore that have been shown 
on the surface l)y denudation will he 
found to be the only ones. 

This ia the testimony of an expert 
who has heard what other experts have 
to Biiy on the subject and who has ob- 
served careiully for himself. The tcLow- 
ing descriptions of prospectuses that 
arfj read with incredulity are not really 
stronger than this calm and moderate 
atateiiient of a Government official wdiose 
interest it is, and we are sure whose de- 
sire it is, to state the simple and prov- 
able truth about the Trail Greek dis- 
trict. 

The information contained in the Re- 
port is valuable, not only to the intond- 
ine investor and gold-seeker, but to the 
Cioveriinionta bolli of the Dominion and 
the I'rovince. Mr. Carlyle dwells earn- 
estly on the importance of supplying the 
district with moans of commnnicaliou. 
It is easy to see that the success of 
tlio mines and the development of 
the mineral resources of the district 
depend in a very great measure on there 



being made readily accessible Ijy meana 
of roads, trails and railways. A gener- 
ous and judicious expon<litur(5 on roado 
and trails in the country will he for the 
I'rovince one of the best investiiionts, 
and encouragement given to mining by 
the construction of roads will nob only 
help the miners and mine owners but 
will advance the prosperity of the whole 
province. 

The suirgestioiis inado by Mr. Carlylo 
with respect to the Trail Creek district 
apply to ali the other mining districts. 
If the country ia to be rapidly settled ; if 
the province ia to make tlie moat of its 
mineral wealth, the mining diatricta 
must bo opened n\> with such meana of 
communication and transport as are 
adiipted to their ])rescnt cmidlLion. 
I'^conomy in this matter is 
misplaced, and niggardlinesa is far 
worse than extravagance. The 
Government are, we have no doulit, 
impressed with the importance of giving 
the minini; districts till the roails they 
re>]iiire, and llie only thing calcu luted to 
cniil their zeal and restrain them in this 
matter are the murmurings and the 
croakings of obstructive politicians, who 
labor under tlie impression that a dollar 
expended in making new roads and in 
cutting new trails is a dollar lost to the 
jiavers of taxes. But the (lovernment 
shiiuld not listen tnlbe stick-iii-the-niud 
agitators ; tliey .should give the iiiiniiig 
districts the road accommodation they 
need, trusting to the intelligence and 
public spirit of the people to sustain 
them in carrying out a policy of pro- 
gress. 

A'.V' / LI SIT PROTECTION IHTS. 

Those who .s:iy thill there arc hnnilrcds 
of thousau>l.-j in Grejit llritain who 
have loat llitir faith in free trade 
and who believe in the policy 
of protection are laughed at by 
Canadian free traders, who declare that 
no one in Great Hritain favors protec 
tion except a few old fogey laiidlorda 
who have been ulwayo behind the times 
and always will he. The free traders on 
this side oi the Atlantic shut their eyes 
to what is goiue on in the British 
Islands. They will not see that almost 
all who are engaged in agriculture and 
who .ire connected with (igriculturists 
ill (_ircat Bi'itain have beromi' 
converts to prolecti.)ii ;ind that 
they are not at all backward in giving 
expression to their views. Jlany of the 
newspapers of the country are beginning 
to doubt the infallibility of the free trade 
system. The Saturday Review, which is 
looked upon as one of the ablest of the 
I3ritisli weeklies, a short time ago under 
the Jieading " The Fetish of l''ree Trac 
contained iin article in wliicli tin- sound- 
ness of the fi ee trade doctrine was sharp- 
ly and seriously questioned. The ar 
tide was a review ot a book written by 
]\Ir. Krnest 10. AVilliatnB, entitled " Made 
in tiermaiiy." The work was an attack 
on free tra<le, and this ia how the .Satur- 
day Review speaks of it : 

The facta set forth are of the higbeat 
importance to the nation; they are ar- 
ranged with lucidity and prociaion ; the 
conclusions drawn from them are sound, 
and, indeed, irresistible ; and through- 
out the hundred and seventy-tive pagea 
(jf wliich tliia unpretentious volume ia 
composed, the style is earnest, without 
beini: diihictic, iuid tliou^ih always ani- 
miiti'd, is never inaccurate or exaggcr- 
aic-il. The hook is eminently practical 
ill tune and pnriioso. Seneilile advice — 
the most dillicuit thins.' in this world tu 
give \\ i ihout oU'ence — is adiniiiistered to 
tlie r.i itisli manufacturer with rare tad. 
.Ml-. W illiams dri ve» nail after nail into 
the coHhi of tree triide without indecent 
chuckling, and roaches the mind of his 
reader by conviction rather than Ijy 
clamor. 

This, according to the Saturday Re- 
view, is how free trade was carried in 
Great i'ritaiii : 

It was, indeed, high time that some 
one attacked, boldly and reaolutely, and 
with the necessary etiuipnient of facts, 
the fetish of free trade. The abolition of 
tli(M!orn laws and the iiit rod uction <if the 
system of free iniports coiisti I iite ipiiti; 
the most remarkable transaetiuii in 
modern liistory. In the lirsl jilace the 
i|UeRtion was never reallv iiruued, either 
in Parliament or out of doors. In his 
speeches on the corn law, .Mr. l-'israeli 
coinplaiiii'd bitterly that no airricultiiral 
statistics, as to the jiroihictive capacity 
of Great Uritaiii or to the ell'ect of free 
importation, had been laid on the table 
of the IIouso of ComniouH. Tlu? 
elaborate tables now published yearly 
by the board of trade, and the board 
of agriculture were unknown at the 
time when Sir Robert Peel, with the as- 
sistance of the Whigs and Radicals, revo- 
lutionized our taritr system. In the sec- 
ond [ilace, US Mr. Lecky points out, in 
the whole history of political impOBlure 
there ia no more striking inatauceof suc- 
cess than the way in which the inaiiii- 
faidurers managed to persuade the jiiihlic 
thai their agitation was u national and 
unselfish one, and that they hud iilways 
been on the aide of a liberal and uii re- 
st licted policy. As a matter of fact, 
tliere is not iv manufactwre in Great Brit- 
ain that has not been defended iu the 
narrowest sjiirit of the most brutal and 
Beiflsh monopoly. Burko lost his seat at 
Bristol for advocating a very moderate 
measure of free trade. The abolition of 
the com duties was a mere conspiracy 
on the part of the commercial class to 
lower the wagea of their operatives at 
the exjjense of tho landlords. 

It was tho iiiaiiufacturera who fought 
for free trade in Great Britain and who 
are ready to light for it still, and it waa 
the agricultural class who contended for 
protection and who are still protection- 
ists at; heart. In Americu it ia tho 
manufacturing chisa who believe in the 
protective policy, and it is to the farmers 
that the American free traders chiefly' 
address their arguments. . . ., .'. 

But the British manufacturers Bre be- 
ginning to see that the system of free 
trade is' not so favorable to 
them aa their fathers fifty years 



ago believed it to be. ' A Btat;e 
of things that British free trnVlers 
coiikl not have foreseen now exists id nil 
]iin'ts of the world. This state tliR Itrit- 
ish fieu traders lind is not favorable 
to them and their system. The Satur- 
day Rerlow says of the condition of 
things that existed when free tratje^ was 
Introduoed and of the changes that liave 
taken place since: 

AYe banked and manufactured and 
carried for the whole world. At such a 
moment the theory ol free imports wore 
a very plausible appearance. Wo knew 
that other nations must come to us for 
our matiufnetm-ea ; we on our side were 
rather short of corn, for the time. Open- 
ing our porta meant admitting corn, not 
inunufaetures. The fatal blunder lay 
in iningiaing that thia state of thin);8 
would continue. In the lifty yeara tliiit 
liave intervened between bSlU and ISlKi 
foreign nations have borrowed our 
money to make their railways and tele- 
grajdis, they have copied our proeessi's 
of manufacture, and they have hiiilt 
tlu'ir mercantile fleets, until London 
las ceased to be tho bank of the world, 
until there is not a market where for- 
eigncr.s do not run ua neck and neck, 
and until by means of subsidies the car- 
rying trade is rapidly passing from Brit- 
ish to foreign bottoms. The British 
manufacturer now sees himself hoist 
with his own petard. Adversity has 
softenetl hia heart. He is now begin- 
ning to Bel! that wliiit was sauce for the 
lanillord wioi aaiiite for him, and that 
after all I here was a irreat deal of trtilh 
ill what Ih.-raeli and llenntiek said when 
they deleiuled auruiulturo againat the 
great treason of Sir Robert Peel. 

Observation and reflection are sliow- 
ing many besiilea Mr. Williams and the 
etiilor of the Saturday Review that tiie 
time is at hand wlum Great ]5ritain 
must make fundamental cliauges in !ier 
trade policy if she hopes to maintain the 
position in the commercial land political 
world that she has so long occupied. 
There an; some who believe that iiii Im- 
perial trade jio.dcy will be the salvation 
of Great Britain and her Colonies,

but bad news from South Africa. We 
siiid at the time that too much credit 
should not be given to the dolorous ac- 
counts from Matabele. It now turns 
out that our suspicions were well ground- 
ed and that the uewainongera were more 
concerned to discredit Mr. Cecil Uliodaa 
than to give the people of England reli- 
able news from the disturbed country. 
It ia very evident that Mr. 
Rhodes has many hitter and uu- 
ai;i'upuiouB enemies both in South .\frica 
and in lOiigland The.se malicious jicr- 
aons would rather see Mataliele deluged 
with tlic blood of the white settlers thau 
that Rhodes should <iuell the iusurreu- 
tion and restore peace to the country. 
There are, too, in Great Britain a num- 
ber of [loor-spirited tinie-servora who 
could not forgive Cecil Rhodes for tlie 
failure of Pr. .lame.son's raid. They 
thought that tho great Hoiith Afiican 
patriot was down and thev jumped njion 
him and did theirlittle best to keep him 
down. But he ia not the kind of man to 
allow hiniKidf to he tortured by the pin 
jioints 111 the Lillipiitiana who were de- 
termiiieil toconiiiass his ruin. Ileseenied 
to ea re no mo re for tlieir niiil i;^naiil at tiiek s 
thau if they were so many inoHipiitoefi. 
1 le paid no attention to them, hut went 
steadily and manfully doing the Mcrk 
he had to do in Matabele. And now we 
lind that he has accomplished the task 
which he had given himself to do. He 
has snlidiied the ^hitahele and peace 
reisrns in the com])any'a territory. 

We fully exjiect to see a strong re- 
action in favor of Mr. Rhodes. The men 
who were so busy maligning him the 
other day will soon begin to Sinn his 
praises, and will be as fulsome in their 
flattery as they were malignant in 
their abuse. But the South African 
empire hiiilder will c:ire as little for their 
praise as he did for their abuse. He 
will go on doing his good ivnrk in South 
Africa until he baa aceoniplislied iiia 
self-appointed task, which he is certain 
to do if It is within the bounds of poa- 
sihility ari.l it his life is spared. Cecil 
Rhodes is one of the men who do not 
Kiiiiw what failure means.

Here a perfect orgy was entered 
Upon. The riding waa over-run with 
heelers, chief among them being offl- 
cials of the Ontario government, whose 
duty it was to exercise peculiar influen- 
ces appertaining to that organization. It 
is now mailt! clear t bat the ministry at To- 
ronto IS a species of donkey engine to the 
Ottawa machine and that the odicial 
classes, which the people supuort by sal- 
aries or fees, iire really a campaign coin- 
niitlec, employed to'do party aervice. In 
addition to coercion and what not exer- 
ciaed by oflicials, with the (consent and 
apparently on the advici' of Premier 
1 lardy, corrupt ion combined with coer- 
cion was resorted to by the feileral 
authorities, public works being the 
weapons which they chose.

Rcspectinff tho Expenditure and Management of tho Revenue and Money 
beloiigiiiff to the ('orporation. 



The Municipal Council of the Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts as I'ollows: — 

Sec. I. It Hball bo lawful for the Tieasuror to pay from time to time tho amounts 
which become necessary for tho services mentioned in tho Statement lettered A in tho 
Bchediile hereto annexed. 

Sec. 2. It shall be lawful for the Tren«nrer lo pay from time to time such sums ot 
iiione}' us are named ns being nayalih; to the repnrsentatives of the Corporation mon- 
tioned in the Statement lettered 1! in the scbeilulc hereto anucxcd: Provided that the 
sums ill each case so paiil iluriiig the year ilo not excee<l in the ag|^egate the total SUms 
ol' iiKjuey therein staled, and that the Aiidilor hua certiliod to tho correctness of tho 
amount payable by Initialing the total sum of the voucher.

two chiuices instead of onu of sighting a 
Siiil. Ho cxliurled the aoanieii on the 
lonj^ boat, tu obey tlio mate in all tliint;H, 
and each one in letiirn so juoniiseil. 

"I fear we will have to cast lots," said 
the mate siunilicaiitly. 

" Don't apeak of tliiit now," repl;e<l 
the Captain, "let thiit be the last re- 
sort." And then the joUyboat, short, 
Btout and stubby, with but few on board, 
drew away until it was alone on the 
ocean, one atom instead of two in a vast 
waste, Its fate may as well be tokl 
now. After being at sea for six days it 
was picked op by a French fishing lug- 
ger and its occuptftits brought safely to 
land. Though the Cai)tain'a judj,'uient 
in Uius |)urtin>; eotnpauy was nood, it is 
doubtful will tlier it was single, for ihib 
was Ilia ojjinioii Hubscinieutly teatiliiul In 
as to the condition of ttie lonj^buiit: 

The loiii:l)oat was in great jeopardy. 
Her j^unwale was within live or twelve 
inches of the water. .She seemed too 
uiiuiaiia>.'eal)l(^ to be saveil. The [Jeople 
were lialf-iialved and all crowded tci- 
^;etber lil;e Hlieei> in a pen. It would 
iiave been iiu])osaible to run her to 
land, and tlie chances of her ])q\\v^ 
picked up wore ninety-nine to one 
against her." I'erliaps a viaion of des- 
perate drowuiui^ creatures slrugglinir 
through the watei-, and ilratit;in(5 at the 
oars anil the sides of his jollyboat had 
somethin;^' to do with the Captain's de- 
cision to part coiupany. 

The long boat, owing to Holines' care, 
was partially provisioned. She liad on 
board six gallons of water, seventy-live 
])Oun(la of bread, ten pounds of iiKMt, 
and a siiudl na'as^uro of oatmeal, sufli- 
cient, with ceononiy , for abnut a week. 
ISlie was naturally a well-consl nicled 
seaworthy cnift, being 'J2 feet loni;, (i 
feel lieani and ;i feet deep, but she was 
laden far l)eynn<l her eapaeily. To make 
matters worse, she had not been in the 
water for tldrty-(i ve days, and her seams 
had Hi)read from the dryness. Hence 
■ there was work fur all, The pas.'iengers 
bailed with tins and buckebs, while the 
crew kept steadily at the oars, holding 
the course which Holmes hidicated as 
the one most likely to lead into a ship's 
path. On Tuesday afternoon the plug, 
1}4 inches in diameter, which liad been 
repeatetlly forced out, was lost, and 
though tlie orifice was stuH'ed with bits 
of clothing the leakage greatly in- 
creased. 

Then the rain descendeil, and with 
nightfall the wind freshened. The hori- 
zon was livid with the ghostly gleam of 
icebergs. The l)oat laboreil more aiul 
more heavily aa the white-billowed cav- 
alry beset her on all sides, liut little 
was said by the passengers; the pall of 
a mortal fear tiresseil over iheui. They 
were crowded together like sheep in a 
pen. and like sheep they opened not 
their mouths.

There ensued a ruthless scene. One 
by one the unmarried male passengers 
were ordered to stand up.

Now one entreated 
to be siiared for the sake of wife and 
children a wail ing h is eomi ng in t,he Xew 
World. Now anolher recited bis sins, 
that their very enormity might i)rocure 
him a little delay.

" Ves, Charlie, you must go," was the 
response, followed by instant exe .ulion. 

A man nanjed McAvoy craved live 
minutes for prayer. This at first Holmes 
sternly refused, but finally granted at 
the intercession of the necro cook. It is 
noticeable as a sign of the times that all 
the current accounts of this tragedy, 
while denouncing the fact that not one 
of the crew was cast over, added: 
•' Not even tlin negro cook." And yet 
after all his heart had been the lightest.

me," cried one of Askin's Bisters, "and 
I care not to live longer," The two 
girls exchanged one glance, one 
kiss, and then, clinging together 
in death as they had in 
life, sprang over and shaied their 
brother's fate. In iho morning light 
Jlolmea did the most indefensible of all 
liis lawless deeds. Two men were found 
hidden under the thwarts, all stark from 
cold. Tlie danger tlieu was no longer 
imminent. Tlie sea had gone down and 
the boat was comparatively free from 
water, and yet these two were also tossed 
out. It may be that Holmes thought 
them dead ; or, if not, that to his stern 
nature death in their unconsciousness 
seemed a favor. 

Though the morning was fair, all the 
otiiers remaining on board were too 
much prostrated for hope. The awful 
events of the night had Btuiined them. 
They lay prone on the bottom, too spir- 
itless to curse or to pray. Holmes alone 
coiilintied (■lu^ertul , idert and equal to 
the emergency. He kept a sharp loid;- 
ont, and it was due to bis jnilgment that 
the party wore saved. He detected a 
111 111 on the horizon, a mark, fainter than 
the shadow of a gull's wing, and he lii- 
terjjreted it. Thither ho turned the 
i>ro\v, until the fllin hecamo canvas and 
the mark a hull ; and then, wdtb the 
good okl-fashioued signal of a shaw 1 on 
an oar, he attracted the attention of the 
mate of the ship Orescent, supervising 
some work aloft. 

As an example of Holmes' stroni: 
common sense the followiny incident is 
noteworthy : When the women forward 
realized that the tidings of greai joy 
were t file llit^y spratiL' uereamin;; and 
(listr.-icte'l to their feet. "Lie down," 
c(jmmaiiiled the man; " if they maki- so 
many of us on board, they will steer oil' 
another way and iireteud tliey have not 
seen us." N'ota llattering comment tliis 
on thi! bumanity of the sea, but an eni- 
iiieutly practical one, as readers of 
Ohirk Russi-.|1 ^s•ill agree, rectiUing the 
frupient instances of such desertion. At 
all events, the ailvice was followed. The 
Crescent drew near, received the hap- 
less -survivors, anil in due course 
brought theiu to their destination at 
rhiladelphia. 

.Such a traLMc tale aroused not only 
public sympathy but public indigna- 
tion. A widespread discussion ensued 
as to how justifiable the conduct of the 
crew of the Williain Brown had been, 
resulting in tlie indictment of Holmes 
by the (ederal'graiid jury for manslauirli- 
ter in killing Frank .Askin on the high 
seas. He was brought to trial before 
the United Slates circuit court at I'hila- 
delpbia in April, 1842, Henry Baldwin, 
associate justice of the supremo court, 
presiding. 

Tlie case attracted universal interest. 
The people were represented by District 
Attorney Meredith, Mr. Dallas and Mr. 
Hopkins, and the defence by David 
Paul Brown, Mr. Hazlehurst and Mr. 
ArinstronR, All these gentlemen were 
leaders of the Phil.adelpbiH Bar. There 
was little contention regardingthe facts; 
but when it came to the applicability of 
the law there waa a battle royal. This 
involved a legal settlenient, of the old 
iltiestion, dear to the ethical heart, of 
two men on a i)lank which is capable of 
sustaining only one ; and, t li on ijh d i vert- 
ed to t he siile issue of tlie duties of com- 
mon carriers, still resulted in the most 
direc!t adjudication existing as to their 
rights anil obligations. 

Jlr. Dallas argued for the prosecution 
a.s follows: While the manslaughter 
with which Holmes was charged was un- 
lawful rather than malicious, the only 
def(!nco to it could be the supreme ne- 
cessity of self-|)reservatioii. Tii I'oiisti- 
tii'e I his. in legal suHiciency, the diin- 
ger must be instant, overwhelming, 
leaving no choice of means, no 
moment of ileliberatiou. ,^ucli was not 
the present case, " What law," he ark- 
ed. "gives a crew to be the 
arbiters of life anil death',' No; «e 
protest against giving to our seamen 
the power to thus make jettison ol 
human beings. Il they believed that the 
ultimate safely of a jHirtion was to lie 
advanced iiy the sacrilice of another por- 
tion, it was then their duty to give 
notice to all aboard and have a common 
settlement made." 

Such a course, Mr, Dallas next con- 
tended. Would b(! eiiiiuble were sailms 
..ml passenu'crs ine(|ual relation; but be 
denied the premise. "The seaman is 
boiiiul beyond the |)assen<j;er, " be asFert- 
ed, " to encounter the perils of the sea. 
It is foi- this exposii re t liat his clai ms uro 
a sacreil lien, and if only a single uail of 
the ship is left be is entitled to it. Pro- 
mulge aa law that the prisoner is guilt- 
less and our marine will be disgraced in 
the eyes of the eivilizeil world. The 
proper rule is contained in Bacon's noble 
thought: "The duties of life are more 
than life." 

David I'liul I'rown siimnied iij) for the 
defence. "TIjis case,'" he declared, 
■ should be tried in a longboat, siink 
ilown to ils very gunwale with forty-one 
half-naked, starved and shivering 
wretidies, the boat leaking from below, 
tilling from above, a hundred leagues 
from liind, at midnight, Burrounded 
by ici , inmanageable from its load, ami 
subject to certain destruction from the 
change of the most changeful of the ele- 
ments, the winds and the waves. To 
these superadd the horrors of famine 
and the recklessness of despair, madness 
and all the prospects, past ulteronce, of 
this unutterable condition. Are the 
I'nited States to come here now, a year 
after the event, when it is imiiossibie to 
CRtiiuate the elements which combined 
to make the risk or to say to whiit ex- 
tent the jeopard v was im m inent— are they 
with square, rule and compass ilelibiir- 
ately to ineartiiro tbiH boat in this room 
and to weigh these pusaengors, call in 
philosophers, discuBS ipecilie gravitie.», 
calculate by the tables of a life insurance 
<;oinpany the chances of life; and bo- 
laute they, tliego Judges, find that by 
their calculations this unfortunate boat's 
crew might have had the thousandth 
part of one poor chance to escape, to con- 
demn this prisoner to cbains and a dun- 
geon for what he did in the terror and 
darkness of that dark and terrible 
night? " 

The ooiinsel ridicnled the contention 
that lots are the lnw of the ocean, asserl- 
ing tb.at such a jilaii under eiich circuiii- 
Btance.s waa iiioreenwy to suggest than to 
put into practice. Mb maintained that 
the (rrew were either in a state of sulior- 
dination to their otfieere or in a state of 
nature. In the former cape he urgued 
that Holmes was excused by the express 
orriers of the mate, and lie quoted in 
support as lollowB from Oarnot: "The 
armed force la esflontially obedient ; it 
acts but never deliberates." And in tlie 
latter case that he was equally exem iit. 
having ceased from bein^ a sailor and 
become a. drowniiitt man. 

Judge Baldwin, in his charge, thus

disposes of the question of the two men 

on a plank : 

" Siipiiose two persons, who owe no 
i! iity t I one auot her wh icli is not mutual, 
e-boiild by accident, rmt attrilmtable to 
eiliier, be |)laci'd in a .eiliialion wdiere 
both cannot, survive. Xi-ither is bininil 
to save the othi'r's life by sacrilicing his 
own ; nor wouli! either commit a crime 
in -living his own life in a struggle lor 
the only means of safety." 

Coming, however, to the details of the 
case before him, the judge distinguished 
a-i follows : " The sailor must encounter 
the hardships and perils of the voyage. 
-Nor can this relation be changed when 
the ship is lost hy tempest and all on 
board have betaken themselves for safety 
to the small boats; for imminence of 
danger cannot absolve from diilv. 
.Should the emergeney become so .-x- 
t renie as to call lor Itie sacrifice ol life, 
there can be no reason why the law does 
not remain the same; the |iassenger, not 
lieinu' hound either to labor or to in- 
ciii- the rii-k i i lil'e, cannot be liouiid to 
saciilice bis existence to pri'serve the 
sailor's. While we admit that sailor 
and sailor may lawfully struggle with 
each other for the plank which can save 
but one, we think that if the passenger 
is on the plank, even the law of neces- 
nity jiistilies lut the sailor who takes it 
from him." 

The judge then proceeded to consider 
what should have been done under the 
stress of circiinistanceH existing in the 
bmg lioat. He admitted tliftt there 
was no rule of general ap|ilication, but 
continued as foUow.-i : " There is, how- 
ever, one conilition of extremity lor 
which all writers liave |ir(^scrihed 
the same rule, N\'ben the sliij) is in 
no (lander of sinking, bill all sustenance 
is exbaii-^leil, a sacrilice of one person is 
iieccs''ary to a|i|iease the hunger id the 
others. The selection is made by lot. 
This mode is resorted to as the fairest 
mode, and in Some sort as an appeal to 
( iod for ihefelection of the victim. For 
oil r-^^elvcH, we can conceive of no mode so 
coni^onant wdth both humanity and jus- 
lice, and the oc -asion, wo tliink, must 
he jieculiar which svill dispiuiso with its 
exercise." 

Under this charge the jury brought in 
a verdict of guiliy, with u recommemla- 
tion of mercy. Holmes was scnteiici'd 
to six months in the penitentiarv, and to 
a fine of $2(!. But t he interest of tlie 
public did not cease with this. Indigna- 
tion vauiubed and sympathy doubled. 
People maintained that, sailor or no 
sailor, Holmes hail acted naturally. 
There was a general demand for his lib- 
oration, and tliough President Tyler re- 
fused a pardon part of the penalty was 
remitted. And so Holmes went back to 
the perils of the sea, which he consid- 
ered as naught in comparison with thoso 
of the land.

British Authorities Besort to 
Extreme Measures. 



The Palace Burned and Great De- 
struction Caused by the Bom- 
bardnieut. 



Z.iN/.iiiAi;, Aug. '27. — The lirilish lirst- 
elass crui.scr .St. George, 12 guns, llagsliip 
of the Cape of Good Hope and West 
coast of Africa station, with Rear Ad- 
miral Harrv \\ . Rawson on board, ar- 
rived lierc yesterday and landed 250 
additional men to protect property and 
m.iintain order. « 

In the afternoon the Admiral and 
11. M. Consul Harding after consultation 
uummunicuted to ttie Britieh trovern- 
munt au outline of tbe situation of 
afTairs, setting forth that Said Khalid, 
who proclaimed himself Sultan on the 
deutli, apparently by poison, of Sultan 
Hill Thwaiii Wain .Said, liad been rein- 
forced and iiodilively refused to sui reii- 
der. lie had with him about li, 500 well 
armed and well disciplined men, plenty 
of auimunilion and a number of lield 
guns, which were trained on the Briti-Hh 
warships St. George, 5.")0 men; tbirtl- 
class cruiser Pliiloaiel, third-clasa cruiser 
Uaccoon, first-class gunboat .Sparrow, 
lirst-cluss gunboat Thrush. 

l.ater in the day instructiona were re- 
ceived from Lon(k)n, and eventually an 
ultimatum was sent to Said Khalid, 
ordering him to haul down the flag and 
surrender not later than 1) o'clock this 
morning. During the night disturb 
ances in the outskirts of the town were 
suppressed by 350 British marines and 
sailors. It is understood, however, that 
Suiil Kliiilid received further reinforce 
nieiitH from tbe slave dealers, as the 
fiu-iiial hoistiiii; of the British flag ov 
Zanzibar would mean the liljeration of 
■J5,()00 slaves and a death blow to slavery 
in thia iiart of East .\lriea. 

Shortly before U o'clock a naval otricer 
wa.-^ Bent to the palace siitiare with an 
other messatre for Said Khalid, notify 
ing him that the palace in which he hiu 
barrieadeil himself would be shelled at 1 
o'cloidc proiii[)tly if he failed to haul 
down the Hag. Said rejjlicd that he 
would sooner die than surrender. At 
o, clock the Ihigship signalled the Ra 
coon. Thrush and Sparrow to commence 
Qriiig, and a moment later the cruisers 
opened lire, and ten minutes later had 
i^entaatorm of shell and shot into the 
palace, tearinu big gaps into it, scatter 
ing death and confusion among the de 
fenilers, d lainouiiting some of tlie guns 
ashore and ijutting to flight the gunner 
handling the pieces. During tliia time 
the St. (ieorgeaiid Philomel were liekl 
in resiM ve, although they occusionally 
liluiiipcil a -hell into the enemy's cam[) 
The llaceoon. Thrush and Sparrow kepi 
up the homliardment until 0:.')l), wbei 
the palace tu'iibled in ruins. Said's fol 
lowers answered tlie lire cjf the warships 
with great persistenite and gallantry 
and did not stop tiring until in response 
to the tiagsliip's signal of " cease tiryig,' 
the guns of tiie warships stopped. 

The lossea of the enemy must have 
been heavy. During the bombardmeiit 
the ,Sultaii'8 armed steamer Glasgow 
opened (ire on a British warship, but 
few well-directed shells from the heavy 
guns of the Raccoon sank her at her 
moorings. Soon after the palace caugt 
lire ami the roofs were sent Hying here 
and ttiere by the shells of the warships 
Said K halid and Said Sales, the latteT 
being the ci>nimaiider of tbe tlflurpin 
Suitiin's army, escaped, willi a iiiiiiilu* 
of their ieadiiii; followers, tbroiigh the 
back yard of tbe palace, and liurrii^dly 
made I heir way to tbe Gerinun consul 
ate anil asked for proteution, which was 
aci'orded Iheiii. 

.\dmiral iiawson, in order to prevent 
Said Khalid and followers escaping 
the mainland, wliere their presence 
would undoubtedly cause trouble, sent 
a detachment to occupy all the roads 
and avenues of escape. When 
the insiirgiuits had been secure 
corralled by the marines and 
bluejackets, the latter were ordered to 
try and ((xlingii isli tbe llamc'S in th 
paliure and customs house, which had 
been fel on lire. A\ noon, in spite of 
the ell'orts of the sailors to extinguish 
the flames, the palace was a blazing ruin, 
the (dd custom liouae laid in asliea, and 
a number of other buildings demolisbecl 
or set on (Ire by exploding shells, were 
also in aalies.
